By a little enterprise on 
the part of parties interested, tbe farmers 
this year have been better supplied with 
seed than on previous years, and it Is 
known that the yield will be unusually 
large,

A Norwich (Conn.) observer of birds 


publishes some very interesting and 
novel facts relating to ornithology. He 
says: "In the crops of three Acadian 
owla taken here this Winter were field- 
mice; and in a.fiae red-tailed hawk, be- 
side an entire rabbit-skin, was a rat 
which could not hate been the brown 
Norway. In trying to shoot a large 
hawk he was twice flushed from the 
body of an owl he was eating. There 
was not enough of the owl left to de- 
termine the species with certainty, but 
the claw seemed to indicate the short- 
eared owl. In the hole of an apple tree, 
where one of the small owls was an oc- 
casional tenant, were twice found the 
feathers of blue jays. This. Winter the 
City Hall bald eagle killed and ate at 
night a large female barred owl,*and 
soon afterward in like manner made 
away with another of its companions, a 
broad-winged hawk. Our birds of prey 
are of service to us in hunting vermin, 
and will, on occasion, prey on each 
other."
